It is to be hoped however that the Dutch wilf either forego this pSlicy, 
or that the Buguese themselves will be able to resist any such-unjust | 
attempt to deprive them of thtir liberty aud rights.”

“ Our news from Borneo js.important. You are aware of the man- 
ner in which the Dutch formed their establishment at Pentiana, and 
of the Treaty which they entered into with the late Sultan. This Chief, 
for a long time held ovt against their schemes, and-was at last only 
induced to admit the Dutch isto his territoriés, on a solemn promise 
ihat bis son should succeed to the throne ofthis death. The right of 
succession bad been disputed, but on the Dutch undertaking to gua- 
rantee thiq-poimt, the Sultan acceded, and this may be considered ab 
the chief condition of the Treaty on their part, The Sultan died ‘sodn 
after the Datch bad gained admission; but our last. accouats from 
Pontiana state, that'the Pangerah. Rutee, the brothemand not the Son 
of the Sultan. (as stipulated by the Treaty) has been placed:on the 
throne by the Dutch ; and farther accounts frém Batavia, confirni te 
statement. ,Idon’t know any thing against the new Suitan, and’ hes 
lieve him to be a very'ood man, and much liked by the people; bat 
send you the news as ‘another example of Dutch faith. The factyou

We bave jast seen the city of Ellichpore in former times appa- 
rently the capital of Berar. It is pleasantly situated between the 
Sarpun and Bechua rivers, which form a junction near it ;, (bese rivers 
probably unite about 2 cossto the southward ‘and fall into the Poor- 
nab river, near Duricapoor Baublee. ‘The Poornah is the principal 
siver in Berar, and abounds in large fish: 1) Bo 

The views in the vicinity of the city are remarkably picturesque. 
The Tomb of Reyman Shaw Doolah, a Mahomedadn Leader, and a 
person of much reputed sanctity, whois said to have falten in the con- 
quest of that part of the country from the Hindoos, is situated on 
elevated ground, on the banks of the river and enclosed by a stone 
wail, with several equidistant and octagoual bastions, on which are 
domes supported ou small arches. The principal gateways are bigh 
aod surmounied by minarets and nobat khanas of a very light and 
pleasing style of Mogul architectare; great part of it is shaded by 
immense trees, whose branches extead quite across the river, forni- 
¥og a ‘grand mass of shade and foreground, well worthy the attention 
of students, and admirers of painting. 


Many other objects are conspicuous from the suoth bank of the 
Fiver, as the Tomb of Ishinic! Khan. (the present Newab’s Father) 
the imaum Barra, the house of Bauker Shaw, the Newab’s Cypress 
Gardena, &c. most of which places are very splendidly illuminated 
during the. Mohurrum, and on other grand occasiéas; and what 
muakes these objects more pleasing, ie the atteatiom and civility that 
Europeaos meet with in visiting these places; forming a striking 
contrast to the jealous and cautious suspicion by which we are 
received, in most other Mahomedan or Hindoo cities. 

We no doubt owe all these privileges and distipetionsto the present 
Newab Salobut Khan, and his family, who have always held up to the 
natives, the dignity of the British charaoter, by their cxample of friend- 
ship and attention which they shew to European Genticmen, who 
visit the city ; and bad he that authority in the Town, which, one 
would think his long services to the state, aud unfeigned attachment 
to the British, have so long entitled him to, many improvements would 
be made for the better, and the comfortcf the inhabitants again re- 
stored ; at present, many of the middling sort, and all the poor are 
=~, from the high price of grain, &c. 

: @ may expect the Caravans or Kafilabs of merchants from 
Hindoostah, with their Camels, Horses, aud produce of Bengal and 
Malwa, soon at Nagpore, when I hope articles will be alittle cheaper, 
by exchange, of meaecy and cloths, &c. fromthe northward, with 
the soutLern markets.

+  S1r,—Having observed io the Puljie Papers a series of Reseiati-’ 





ons, purporting to be the sense of a large majority of a Meetinc of the 
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Inhabitants of Calcutta; convened at the Town Hall on the 22d ulti- 


mo, for the purpose of deliberating on certain points connected 
with the Election of a Select Vestry, and the Regulation of the con- 
cerns of St. John’s Church ; and it appearing that these Resolations 
are intended to form the basis of an immediate Petition to Govern- 
ment, for the redress of certain alleged grievances thereia enumerat- 
ed; We, the undersigned, request that you will submit to His Ex- 
celiency the Most Nobte the Governor General in Council, our res- 
ectful sentiments on the occasion, with the view, that the same may 
taken into consideration, when the Proceedings and Resolutions 
to which they relate, shail be referred to the ultimate decision of the 
Government. 


2. The object of the Resolutions, as stated in the proceedings of 
the Meeting. is to declare the facts of the Vestry case, thé sense of 
the Inhabitants of Calcutta on these facts, and the measures propos- 
ed to be adopted for the re-establishment of the Regulations of 1787. 
These Resolations, are numerous,’ ant embrace a variety of!topics 
involving questious of Civil and Ecclesiastical Law, which we do not 
cousider ourselves competent to discuss; and which indeed we can- 
not perceive cither the necessity or utility of discussing, knowing as 
we do, that it is the declared intention of Government to bring the 
whole matter under the consideration of the Saperior Authorities at 
home. Under these circumstances we feel no disposition to interfere 
with the present mode of condacting the concerns of St. John’s 
Church ; and must therefore dissent from the Resolatiens of the Meet- 
ing, as expressed in their Proceedings of the 22d ultimo. 

3. Entertaining these sentiments, and confidently believing that 
the concerns of St. John’s Church have been, and are now faithiully, 
and conscientiously administered by the members of the Select Ves- 
try, we are firmly persuaded, that the comluct of these gentlemen, so 
far from being justly liable to the imputatien of arbitrary motives, or 
of a nature to afford the public the slightest groands for withdrawing 
from them their confidence, has been regulated throughout by the 
strictest sense of public duty, and is deserving of the gratitude and 
approbation, rather than the censure, of the Inhabitants of Calcutta.

To Commodore J. Hayes, and other Inhabitants -of Calcutta, claiming to 
have a right to vote in General Vestry at the election of Church 
Officers for St. John’s, under the first Article of the 
Regulation commonly. called Lord Cornwellis's. 


GENTLEMEN, General Department. 
In conformity tothe commands of the Government. I have the 
bonour to convey to you the following Communication, in reply to 
the Address presented by you on the I3thinstant, to the Most Noble 
the Governor General; which his Lordship bas recorded in Council. 


2. The questions which arose during the past year, relative to the 
election of a Select Vestry, and the Regulation of the concerns of 
St. John’s Church, received the mature consideration of Government. 
It appeared that the existence of a proprietary interest in the building 
was ly presumable, tho’ the precise extent of such interest was 
not defined, and the individaals in whom it vested were not imme- 
diately forthcoming, Govesnmcat consequently opuld aot exert a 











power of determination on the subject, without the risk of trespassing 
on private right. The function of Arbitrator might, indeed, have 
been well exercised by it, had such av intervention been sought by 
consent between the opposed parties. No agreement for tbat motual 
appeal having taken place, Government deliberated om what might 
be the most desirable procedure relatively to such diffe:ences. The 
result was, as you are aware, notified to the Vestry in my letter of 
the 8th of January last, and measures were taken for preparing the 
draft of a Bill for submission to the authorities at home. That Bill 
had for its object the adjustment of ali unseitled points, and the ra- 
conciliation of all the various interests invoived in the discussion. 

&. The sentiments, intentions, and expectations of the Govern- 
ment, of which that letter contained an exposition, have undergone 
no change since the above period. The draft of the Bill has for soma 
time engaged the attention of Government, and the whole subject 
will, as speedily as practicable, be referred to the Honourable tha 
Court of Birestnen, with an earnest request that it may be included 
in their early deliberations. 


4. Under the course which it has been determined to pursue, ft 
is obvious that further discussion here sanaot facilitate the adjust- 
ment of the points ia dispute, or answer any useful purpose—I have 
only therefore to signify the desire. of the Governor General in Council, 
that no aleration may be made in the mode of electing Vestrymem 
which bas prevailed of late years, antil the decision of the authori- 
ties in England shall apply a remedy to the defects of the existing 
system,

tember. 


2. His Excellency in Conucilfally appreciates the motives which 
influenced your procedure on the present occasion, aad has com- 
manded me to enclose for your information, a copy of the reply to an 
address submitted to Government, by the persons to whose resolu~ 
tions your letter relates. It being the desire of the Government that 


» the election of the Select Vestry and the regulation of the concerns of 


St. John’s Charch, shoald be conducted on the present footing, until 
the receipt of the reply to the reference which will be submitted to thea, 
authorities in England; it is almost superfluous to declare the entire 
confidence reposed by the Government inthe integrity and discretion 
of the gentlemen who now compose the Select Vestry.

To these Documents, which were published in the Government 
azette of yesterday, the Bditor of that Paper has subjoined the fol- 
lowing brief remarks : 


“ In publishing these documents we might be permitted to give 


expressivn toa feeling of triumph. But we are not disposed to offer 
any observations: upon the idle and scurriJous comments that have 


‘been made sn the conduet we have pursued in respect to this ques- 


tion. We have been accused of servility, and of being the suppor- 
ters of an arbitary faction, because it was our opinion that the letter 
from Government of the 8+ of January last, was of itself couclusive 
of the question at issae, and that al! interference in eontravention of 
that letter was unnecessary and could be cf no avail. Qa this secure 
giound we stood, and regarded the laborious folly, that was prepared 
to impugn or ridicule our sentiments, with perfect indifference. The 
result is now known, and might have been easily foreseen. It kas 


‘ comfrured the accuracy of our owa judgment. To thove who have

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been the most violent on the subject of abstract rights, and elective 
franchise, we simply recommend the frequent perusal of this decision 
of the Supreme Goverament.” 





We shall follow this temperate, an’ non-triumphant example, by 
stating, in as few words as possible, what we also tbink of the issuc 
of this Question, notwithstanding the liberal and novel defiaition 
given by this writer to our notions of the Liberty of the Press, namely, 
that we desire only one side of 2 question tc be heard, and shut the 
door against the other. 


We remark, first, that the manner in which the Letier “ to Com- 
modore John Hayes and other Inhabitants of Calcutta” is addressed, 
is not qaite so respectful aa that “to KR. Rocke, Esq. and other Goentle- 
men, who have addressed tie Governmeat;” thongh the respectabiiiy 
of the names of the Committee, who seem to have been iost sight of, 
a@gwoll as the number and.respectability of the Signatures attached 
to the Petition, might have established a claim to the same appeilation 
at lcast. 


Of the Answer of the Government itself, we must say that it 
eontains no opinion whatever on the merits of the Question, as to 
whether Individuals, however respectable, should hold great public 
Trasts without being respovusible to the Public for the due adminis- 
tration of them; or as to whether Individuals in Office could with any 
justice assume to themselves the right of perpetual self-selection, with- 
out reference to the will of those whose Fuads they were the 
Guardians of. 


If there be certain private proprictary rights in the Church of 
St. John’s, which the Government think legally presnmable, they were 
inquestionably justified in being cautious how far they trespassed on 
such rights, particularly as toeir precise extent was not defined, aad 
tiie individuals in whom if was vested, were not immediately forth- 
coming. We think, however, that the same caution was unnecessary, 
when they were called upoa to decide oa great pxybdlie rights whose 
precise extent was defined, and the individuals in whom it was vested, 
were forthcoming. The distinction we mean, is this; that if certain 
Bunds beloogeil to the Church, either by the gift of the original Foun- 
ders of it, or by subsequent bequests given up to its uncontrolled dis- 
posal, these were private rights, in which the Public did not ask to 
interfere ;—but, on the other hand, the current receipts of the Church, 
in annua! charities and donations given by the Public, fo; a Fand 
which belong to the Public, until) disbursed, and the election of the 
proper Officers for that purpose, and the power of compelling them 
to render public accounts of such disbursements, is, and must bea 
Public right, as long as the Funds themse!ves shall continue to be 
Yaised by contributions from the Public Parse. 


But what say tho Government to this ?—They say rigutly, that 
“ The function of Arbitrator might indeed have been well exercised 
by it, bad such an intervention been sought by consent between the op- 
posed parties, but that no such agreement for mutual appeal having 
taken place, the Government deliberated on what might be the most 
desirable procedure relatively to : liiTerence. The result was, says 
the Secratary, as you are aware, notiticd in my Letter of the 8th of 
Januvary,”—the substance of which was, as we are all equally aware, 
that the Government deciiued all cuthortiative interference, and recom- 
mended the reference of the Quesiion to the Authorities at home. 





The Public wil! best judge, whether those who voluntarily sub- 
mit their cause to the arbitration of a hicher Tribunal, or those who 
refrain from so doing, are likely to be the most assured of the justice 
of.their claims. This fact alone speaks volumes. It forms indeed the 
only ground which the Governwent assume in their Letter for dectin- 
ing to interfere, and in this they ere justified, for no Arbitration can 
take place without the consent of both parties, which consent, the Se- 
lect Vestry if they have not withheld, have at least not tendered, and 

he strength and the justice of their cause will be estimated ac- 
cordingly. 


The Government, too, at the sametime that it expresses its desire - 
that matters shall be suspended until the decision of the Authorities in 
Eagland shall arrive, plainly express their opinion of the anestion, 
when they say “ until the Authorities in Evgland shall supply a Remepy 
to the Derecys of the Extstina Sysrem.” 


Where then, we would ask, is the cause for triemph, which the 
FKeditor of the Government Gazette conccives he might be permitted 
to indulge in? Not surely ju the disclosure of the fact, that the Go- 
vernment could not arbitrate in a matter in which one party had-not 
given its consent to abide by their decision. Not eitheir in their ac- 
knowledging that the Defects of the Existing Sysiem required the ap- 
plication of a Remedy, Yet we can fiud nothiag cise that admits of it.

We trust that it will not be called either “idle seurrility” or 
“ laborfeus folly”—when we say that it is downright servility to say 
of any questioa that whatever answer was given to it by a Govern- 
ment that answer must he just, or ought to be conclusive. The answer 
of the Government, which the Editor thiaks was so conclusive of the 
question at issae that allinterference id contravention of it.could be of 
no avail,—thatanswer, wesay,declined all authoritative interference, and 
recommended a reference at home. lfarecommendation of any Go- 
vernment upon a question on which it acknowledges it has no right to 
decide, be conclusive, we might indred pride ourselves upon the purity 
of the age in which we live; but wiiile we have the example of. our 
own country, the porest and the wost free of ail nations perhaps upon 
the face of the earth, before our eyes, we must contend, that all the 
recomméndations of any Government are not suchas its subj<cts are al- 
ways disposed to follow ; and that itis this which forms the difference 
between servility andindependance, that the one will lead to the 
admiration of any thing done by Snperior Authority, because of the 
source from which it emanates, the other will judge of questions on 
their abstract merits, without reference to the rank or power of thos¢ 
by whom they are decided. 


In conclusion. We do not see what those who have been the 
most violent on the subject of abstract rights and elective franchise 
ean gain by following the Eiditer’s simple recommendation of a 
J vequent perusal of this decision of the Supreme Government. They 
will find in it nothing either confirming or abrogating any abstract 
rights: and if that Editer had read it as frequently as-he would seem 
to wish others to do, or if he had read it only once attentively, be 
would have found. Fi:st, That it discloses the fact of the unwilling» 
ness or the backwardness of the party in possession of certain rights 
to risk the issue of an Arb-irasion. Secondly. That the want of this 
mutual conseat to such an appeal is assigned by the Government.as 
its reason for deliberating on what was most desirable, since their 
hauds were thus fettered from doing what mizht have been most just. 
And Thirdly, That it expresses a hope that ail will remain quiet until 
the Authorities at home shall apply a Remedy io the Defects of the 
existing System. 


To this last desire of the Governor General in Conncil, we shall 
cordially adhere. We conceive that that Council has done its duty, in 
recommending what it dcemed most desirable, and frankly expiaining 
why it could vot anthoritatively interfere. We shall hops that we 
have done ours, in stating as frankly onr opinions on the subject from 
first to last. And we recommend to the Commitice. who have also 
performed their duty, io acquitting themselves of the trast reposed in 
them by the Public, on whose behalf they have acted, to deliver up 
their trust, with an ackaowledgment of thanks to the Hundred and 
Highty Constituents, who, oat of a body of Four Hundred clamorous 
Citizens, were found not ashamed to support with their sigeatures, 
elaims for which they honestly contended with their voices, and who 
have recorded their sentiments, without shrinking from responsibility 
or cringing for reward.

hich water mark, by means of earthen pipes, 19 inches in diameter > 
iu each tank is ove of two double casting stands, the uppermost com< 
municates water to cisterns in each square, by means cf pipes, and 
likewise supplies the drains erected on one side of the wall, which 
inclose the raised bed; those drains have smal! gutters at every six 
feet, distance, which are closed at pleasure. 
Now, as water seeks its leve!, it follaws that when the hichest re- 


servoirs are full, the rest are likewise filled sufficiently for communi- 
cating water to any place,within the squares. 


These reservoirs and drains admit of receiving one or more Sy?" 
phons, which supply an engine cr forcing pump with water, distribot- 
ing its showers on the espaliers, and their elevated beds; they also 
serve to attract numerous destructive insects, by placing‘a lamp there- 
in during the night, and fully amswer every expectation.

In the Asiatic Mirror of Wednesday last, is the following short 
paragraph :— 


“ We are authorized to state, that the Ticket of Admission to the 
Paocy Ball, giveu to the Marcbioness of Hastings, was not engraven 
by Monsieur Savignac, but by a Native, froma Drawing made by a 
eclebrated Artist of this Presidency.” 


Oar being aware of the authority on which this paragraph rests 
compels us to admit that the Editor was perfectiy justified in penning 
it; buton the other hand, as we conceive that its tendency goes to 
deprive an Artist of great promise, of the merit which is really lis 
due, and may also leave an impression that he had assumed to him- 
scli the credit of executing a Work done by another, who was thus 
compelled, in justification of his claim, to make this public recrimina- 
tion. we have thought it right to detail the circumstaaces of the case, 
for the accuracy of which, we may premise we have the authority of 
the professional Artist who furnished a portion of the first rough de- 
sign,—of the Amateur Artist, who completed this and made the 
finished Drawing,—of our own Native Engraver, who executed the 
rough outline,—and of Mons. De Savignhac, who finished the beauti- 
fui Plate from whiok the impressions were taken. 


The facts were these. When the Rough Design had been suggest- 
ed, (for it could bardly be said to have been sketched,) the Geutieman 
to whose taste the Design itself is chicily due, and to whose skill the 
Finished Drawing entirely owed its perfection, transmitted the Draw- 
ing to Monsieur De Savigahac, who willingly engaged to engrave the 
Piate, after the outline should have been cut in, and the written cha- 
racters executed by some one more accustomed to that brauch of 
labour than himself. The Gentleman to whom he made this request, 
knowing the fact of our haviug an Engraver permanently attached tu 
the Establishment of the Calcutta Journal, who had improved his 
talents considerably by successive efforts in that line, applied to us 
for his assistance, which being readily granted, the Native Engraver 
commenced bis work, cat in the outline of the Drawing only, and the 
Written characters, and then returned it to Monsieur De Savinghac, 
iu the most skeloton and unfinished state, leaving that Artist to give 
to it the delicate shading and highly wrought finish, which the Plaie 
ultimately presented. 


Every one who knows any thing of the higher branch of Eugray- 
ing, must be aware that a mere outline from a correct and higuly fi- 
nished Drawing, although a very essential part of the whole, is ycta 
very insignificant one, when compared to the task of filling up, and 
finishing the Plate, for which the possession of accurate taste, dcep 
skill, and extensive practioal knowledge, aie absolutely requisite to 
produce exceilcuce. 


Many of our best Engravers, wko have claimed, and received the 
highest praise for theic Works, have been known never to toucha 
Plate, until the outiine bad been etched by Artisis of superior note, 
and made ready by them for the finishing touch of their graver. The 
outline engraving isin fact the mere mechanical part of the Art, which 
requires Only a correct eye, and a steady hand, to be executed as well 
by a Native of inferior talents, as by an European of the greatest ce- 
lebiity. 


Under there circumstances, therefore, whatever merit the Plate 
f this Admission Ticket possessed, is justly due to Monsieur Deo 
Saviaghac, and to him ouly. 


With aknowledge of all these facts before us, we were right ia 
stating, as we didin our report of the Entertainment at the Towa 
Hall, that the execution of this Engraving did honor to the talenis 
of Monsieur de Savignbac, and fur this we contend siill. 


The modesty of this promising Artist, is however equal to bis 
skill; and we can no more retrain from giving an example of this than 
we couid with-hold from him our tribute of praise for the other, On 
pereeiving in the Calcutta Journal, bis pame associated with the men- 
tiop of the good taste of the Design as well as the excellence of the 
Sagraving, he did not sufficiently separate them, apparently, in his 
miad, but conceived that he bad been unjastly awarded praise, for 
tatso which he had no share; while he pushed his scruples stil! far- 
ther as it regarded the Engraving only, and conceived that he could 
pot take to tumseif the merit even of this, as he had only executed the 
Qsuamental part, forgetting that(bis was the most essential of the whole. 


Monsieur De Savignbac, accordingly wrote to the Editor of the 
Mirror, desiring bim, if he should copy the article from the Caloatta 
Journal, regarding the Fancy Ball, not to wention his name as the 





for so doing, a fear that he should be thought to receive tacitly a praise 
which he did not conceive to be wholly bis own, inasmach as he 
thought whatever merit it possessed as a Production of Art, was 
chiefly due to the taste and talent of the Genticman by whom it 
was designed and drawn.

Expedition to the Persfan Gulpd, 


To the Editor of the Calcutta Journal. 





Sir, 

A writer in your Joarnal of Wednesday last, who subecribey 
himself A Faienp To Merit on Ertuer Sine of Inpta, bas intrad- 
ed bimscif on the notice of the Public, and commented on the ree 
marks made in one of your Papers on the equipment of the Trans- 
oe Seas from Bombay, on the Expedition to the Persian 

sulph. 


{am as well acquainted with the climate in the Gulpb of Pere 
sia, at least, as those persons to whom the equipment of that Expo- 
dition was necessarily delegated ; and if any man who has the good 
of his Country at heart, can for a moment suppose that Transports 
going on a most important service, and likely to be opposed by a 
brave and enterprizing enemy, may be unnecessarily crowded, per 
mit me to state thatthe Persian Gulph is the very last place in which 
such an experiment should be tried; and to assure him that the ree 
marks contained io your Journal on the subject, appeared to me dice 
tated by candour, and supported by facts. 


Had the Fatznp To Merit on E:ruer Sipe of Inpia, disprove 
ed any part of the statements given by you, he might have had 
some shadow of excuse for saying, that although he admitted the 
precedence of Calcatta over the other Presidencies, he could aot ad- 
mit apy pretension to superior wisdom, energy, ox discernment. 


I am not aware, nor do E believe, that any such pre-eminence of 
talent has ever been claimed here ; and permit me to inform him, that 
in this Proud Emporium, to use his own words, a degree of liberali- 
ty, and devotion, with the most ardent zeal te promote our Country's 
welfare on every emergeucy, prevails in a manner not to be surpass- 
ed, and but seldom equalled in any other part of His Majesty's Ease 
tern Dominions. 


His empty boast that Bombay is the only efficient Naval Station, 
shall not avail him, anless be cao unequivocally prove its present ef- 
ficiency ; although, to show that the remarks in your Journal on the 
equipment of the Transports are groundless, he artfully travels back 
to the superior condition of the Traasports employed on the Expedi- 
tion to the Red Sea, in 1800, and to the Isle of France and Java, ia 
1810 & Ll. 


The Farenp To Merit, might as well have informed as, that 
when Bombay was given to the Crown of Wing and, by Portugal; 
that His Majesty, Charles the 2ad, establishei a Naval Force there, 
for ita protection; which Force, since its being held by the East 
India Company, has been de sominated the Bombay Marine, and ape 
pertains to the Bast India Company ; but such information would no 
more have proved that the Bombay Marine was as efficteut and use- 
ful a Corps as that raised and maintained by Charles the 2nd for the 
defence of that Island, than it goes to prove the Bombay Marive now, 
as efficient and useful as it most unquestionably was in 1805. 


T most readily almit the superior equipment of the Ships em- 
ployed as Transporis on the Expedition to the Red Sea; and it may 
not be amiss to state that one Division of Transports proceeded from 
Bombay on that occasion, convoyed by a Frigate belonging to the 
Bombay Marine, of 50 Guas,—-such was the Ship then provided as @ 
Convoy from that Naval Station; while another Frigate, belonging to 
the Bombay Marine, and six smaller Craisers, were crmising at the 
same period in the Red Sea;—a Ship carrying 30 Guns was cruisingin 
the Kastern Seas;—and one of 20 Gans stationed in the bay of Ben- 
gal;— besides a considerable number in the Persian Gulph and other 
parts of India. ¢ 


Such was the Force of the Bombay Marine, io 1800, when Mr: 
Dundas was Superintendant; aud the efficiency of the vesscls, as 
Cruisers, and the devotion and zeal of the Officers, may be attributed 
to the ability, discerawent, and liberal policy which governed the copy, 
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dact of that Gentleman. His meritorious conduct, which will lone 
be remembered by the Corps, was acknowletged by his Suneriors io 
Europe, and he was rewarded by the appointment of Governor of 
Prince of Wales Island, where he sacrificed, in the service of his 
Country, a constitation already broken by energy aad exertion. 


The Transports of the Expedition to the Isle of France and Java, 
were, I believe, equipped ander the saperintendance an‘ direction of 
that able and amiable man, Mr W. Taylor Money, who held the situa- 
tion of Superiotendant of Marine for several years, with equal credit 
to himself and advantage to his Country ; his retirement from the Pub- 
lic Service, was no less a source of regret to'the Officers of the Marine 
Corps, than of misfortune to the public interests. —Wiith talents the 
most splendid, he possessed an activity of body and mind, which af- 
forded hint no leisure while in the Service; every hour of his time 
was devoted to the Public; he undertook cheerfally business of every 
description, and he always performed it well; he tofusel a portion 
of his own spirit, energy, and pride, into the breasts ef thone employed 
wader his authority, and confided in ability and worth, wherever he 
found it; he had no illiberal prejudices to gratify, and the best recom- 
mendation for his favour and support, was zeal and activity. 


To the foresight and discernment of that Gentleman, the Public 
are principally indebted for the conservation of the Forests on the 
western side of India, and the preservation of the teak timber, so 
valuable to Great Britain; while the eonstraction of new Docks, 
which were mach wanted at Bombay, as well as many other important 
improvements in the Naval Yards there, may be attributed to the 
energy and zeal of that valuable man, who had no trifling obstacles to 
encounter, but his public spirit and perseverance surmounted them 
all. 

To enumerate the objects which claim our admiration, would be 
to detail the transactions of his administration as Saperintendant, from 
the day of his arrival in India, to that of his resignation. Envy may 
revile, and self-intcrest seek to biacken it, bat his fame, as a public ser- 
vant, will survive cvery effort to blast it. in spite of all the efforts of 
low, and little minds; and the attachment of the Marine Corps to his 
mame, after his retirement, testifies the high sense entertained of his 
Virtues and worth, while their affection does honour to their gratitade, 


Under sach management, can it excite wonder, that the equipment 
of Transports employed on those Expeditions, were properly provided, 
or that the troops bad safficient room allotted them? It is, however, 
rather wonderful, that the Frisnp of Merit, on E:ruce Sipe of 
InpiA, should have quoted the superior equipment of those Expeditions, 
as a proof of their performances at present ; it would, I think, have 
been fortunate for the cause he advocates, if he had not remirded us 
of their excellence! We can have no objection, however, to the com- 
patison, for Improbis aliena virtus semper formidolosa est. 


In your Satarday’s Journal, I observe that three Transports, having 
on board 1146 men, have lately sailed, to join the Expedition to the 
Persian Gulph, under the convoy of the Hon. Company’s Brig Vestal, 
which vessel is, I believe, about 160 tons, and mounts 10 or 12 guns, 
The competency of such convoy, to protect a charge of such import- 
ence, requires no comment, and I shall conteat myself with patting a 
few Queries, as to the efficiency of that convoy, diminutive as it is, 


Considering that our Ports are now crowded with British Seamen, 
eecking employment, I vo not expect to be informed that Kuropean 
Seamen cannot be obtained, on an occasion, where the credit of the 
Company’s arms, and the cause of humanity equally demand an 
efficient equipment, Unless the Frienp to Merit will answer un- 
equivocally the few simple questions | shall put, I fear the boasted 
efficiency of his Naval Station will appear ridiculous in the es:ima- 
tion of Naval men, and transfuse the blush to the cheeks of those 
whose defence he has espoused, if blush they can. 


Has the Vestal, which mounts but 10 or 12 guns, two Europeans 
toa gun, including her Commander and Officers? or has she only a 
complement of 22 Europeans, in total 16 Sepoys and 27 Lascars! 1 
feel authorized iu putting the above qaestion, in consequence of that 
vesse! having been appointed a short time ago, to convoy three valua- 
ble merchant ships up the Persian Galph, when she had only 22 Ku- 
yopeans on beard, and had scarcely sufficient powder to fire 15 salutes; 
of course eX¥trcising with powder was hardly to be expected, aud the 
ase of her artillery in her defence was limited, by the quantity of 
ammunition to the slightest skirmish. 


Any Professional man of the least feeling can pictare to himself 
the miserable condition of her Commander so circumstanced. Fortu- 
nately, however, in represeotiug the wretched condition of his vessel 
to the Commander of The Hon’ble Company’s Cruizer, Tiegnmouth, 
which vessel he fel! in with at the entranee of the Guiph on her return 
jo Bombay, he obtained 2or 3 barreleof powder, which quantity would 








not hove heen spared from the Tiegnmouth, had she not been nitting 
the Gulph. as her store was almost as limited as that of the Cruizer. 
affording nomieal convoy to 3 valuable merchautmen. 


However wretched the protection offered by sacha vessel as the 
Vestal, so pitifally equipped, it was infinitely superior to the condi 
tion of that identical vessel, wher proceeding up the Galph of Persia 
with important Dispaiches from the Supreme Government of India, 
some time ago. 


The Frienp or Merit on etreer sipe or Invia will, Itrust, 
excuse me if TE atiempt to state the condition of that vessel on the 
occasion alluded to; if any part of my statement admits, of correcs 
tion, I shail feel obliged by bis exhibiving it, and it would really bea 
source of gratification to me if the circumstance L am about to 
relate coulti be clearly disproved. 


The Honorable Company’s Brig Vestal, being: under orders to 
proceed with Dispatches to Bussora, her then Commander, Lieu- 
tenant Phillips, was directed to receive on board a certaia number of 
bales belonging to. Merchaats. of Bombay, on freight. 


That Officer represented to the proper Authority, the incom- 
petency of his vessei to carry apy cargo, from the great difficulty of 
stowing away provisions and watcr sufficient for the crew: his 
objection, however, was Overruled, and it was intimated that whea 
the Public Service required it, some sacrifice of convenience must be 
made; the bales were received on hoard, and that Officer, sooner than 
deprive the crew, already over-crowded, of any part of their limited 
accommodation, stowed the bales in his own cabin, and the Honorable 
Company received about 160 or 180 rupees freight for the same! This 
circumstance occurred long subsequent to the resignation of Mr. 
Meney ; it could never have occarred in bis time; but the precise date 
of it Lam not acquainted with. 


The Veatal is a small low beautiful Brig, very sharp below, and 
having a remarkably small hold; her deck for the accommodation of 
her crew extends only one eighth from forward, and she may be 
considered deep with about 2 months water aod 3 months provisons 
on board, which I should deem the utmost extent of her capacity. 


Let me now ask the Frienp to Merit. if he be a Naval Man, 
what is his opinion of the fituess or safety of such a vessel to proceed 
with Dispatches, stuffed with bales, through an intricate navigation, 
infested with Pira‘es of no common description? Was it possible 
to conceive that by such a measure, the Vestal. which was a remark- 
ably fast sailer would be improved in ber sailing? or that, by con- 
verting her into a Merchantman, a greater portion of martial ardour 
was to be expected in the event of attack ? or was the sum of 160 or 
180 rupees, paid as freight, a sufficient inducement to sapercede the 
expeditious transmission of Dispatches, on which the fate of British 
India might have depended. 


If such reasons fall not within the verge of probability, where 
shall we look for the motives which induced sucha measure? I can 
imagine them, but shall reserve the description for a future occasi- 
on, unless the Frrenp or Megir will save me the trouble, 


Iam fully aware that such an expedient will not be resoried to 
again, cither on the Vestal or any other of the Honorable Company’s 
Cruizers, a recent act of the Legislature having prohibited it; and 
any Cruizer which shall be so employed hereafter, willbe a lawfal 
prize to any of His Majesty’s Ships, whose Commander will take the 
trouble to seize her. 


In offering the foregoing remarks, I beg to declare that nothing 
is more foreigu to my intention than to throw the slightest reflection 
on the Officers cf the Maiine Establishment at Bombay; 1 am not 
unacquainted with their merits, of their sufferings; but the etlecieucy 
of a Corps must depend on Supcrior Aathority, and it is sufficiently 
painful for Officers employed on Military Service, to be fettered by 
want of means, of to be biamed for the waut of preparation, beyond 
their control. 


_ _ In 1798, a Subscription was set in foot io Rogland, and afterwards 
in this Country, towards the support of the Expences of the War with 
France. Most or all of the Hoaorable Company’s Civil, Military, and 
Marine Servants, aided the Subscription; but a Captain of the Bom- 
bay Marine, subscribed the whole of his Pay durmg the War; he 
stood a solitary instauce of such devotion in the Company's Service, 
and continuing to serve, sacrificed his life in their cause, It any Officer 
belonging to the Marine was at present to make such an offer, [ 
should think it probable his frieads would deem bim a fit subject

Nentence.—“* The Courthaving maturely weighed and considered 
all that has been addaced inv support of the Prosecution, as weil a» 
what the Prisoner has brought forward on his defence, are of opinion, 
that the Prisoner, Captain W. Hinde, is not guilty of “ Conduct an- 
hecoming the character of av Officer and a Gentleman, in having wil- 
fully asserted a Falsehood, on the Morning of the Sd August, 1819,' 
recarding some Toasts, said to have been given at a party where 
Lieutenant J. R. Stepney was the evening before.”—and they do 
therefore fully acquit him of the same.

23d June, and 24th November, 1817, and also gross aspersions on the 
characters of Lieutenant Colonel Stanhope, Captain McNeal, and 
Surgeon Martin, in open contempt of the scntences of said General 
Courts Martial, and of the opinion of His Excellency the Comman- 
der in Chief, as expressed in genera! Orders, 23¢ February, 1818;”

ment, in sach place as the Commanding Officer of the Forces may be 
pleased to direct.” 

Which Sentence was confirmed by Major General Bailie, Com- 
manding the Forces at Bombay.
